too briefly (if you are under the cans working O02 
elsewhere), and those aaking the reports disappear tao 
often when those who heard only part of vhat they said 
would like a repeat or sore infarmatton aboot somethiog 
they vould like to vort, 

Several neabers have deserted the repeater for these 
aad other reasoas, Perhaps this aatter should be 
discussed at the aext meeting (tine peraittiog) or those 
of you with feelings om the natter coald write op your 
ideas and seod then to the editor (Jan Clate, FBZ, 228 
College Blvd., At.
